Koah enters, ſullen and mute ieved at the 
preference given to his rival; — muſic and 
rejoicing for the wedding, and retires with pre- 
cipitation, meditating revenge. 

A troop of female 3 preceded by four 
iſlanders, come down two and two, dancing, 
and range themſelves en one fide. Two other 
iſlanders enter, the one playing the noſe flute, 
the other the long tabor. 

Enter Emai, eerried by four men, attended by 
young girls, and Pareea, carried by four men, and 
attended by an old Prieſt, who, ſtanding behind 
the altar, ſtretches out his arms towards hea- 
ven, and jumps three times-- The ſeveral at- 
tendants cluſter round Emai and Parcea, and 
gently ſet them down---They ſtand at the {ide 
of the altar, and take each a green garland from 
it, which they keep in their hands, during the 
ceremony. The company fit down on their 
heels, holding their heads in their lands, their 
elbows reſting on their knees, and enjoy in fi- 
lence the amuſements the dancers give. 

The Prieſt comes forward, places himſelf be- 
tween Pareea and Email, and offers them a little 
white ftick, of which they each rake an extre- 

uy; and Ggnify their acceptation of cach other 
by breaking it. 

Koah enters with an axe and dagger, defying 
his rival to combat by menacing geſtures,

Pareea fetches his arms, fiercely giving the 
like menaces, and they begin the combat, where- 
in Koah is overcome.---The conqueror takes his 
dagger to kill him, but E.mai holds his arm, and 
tells Koah to retire, who goes away in a rage. ; 
During the fight, and after it is finiſhed, the 
ſky is darkened by degrees---Lightning flaſhes-- 
Thunder rolls, and the diſtant ſound of cannon 
is heard-- The natives, in great conſternation, 
look to the ſea ſhore, and run off, with their arms 
lifted up towards Heaven.

T HE Iflanders who went to the ſea-ſide, re- 
turn precipitately by the ſame way, with marks 
of fear and amazement. | 

A ſhip then appears with Engliſh colours. 
Captain Cook (in uniform) on the forecaſtle with 
a . with which he ſeems diſcovering 
the country. He then takes a white flag in his. 
hand, which he waves repeatedly towards the 
ſhore. 

Enter the King, accompanied by the warriors 
armed ; he holds in his hand a green branch, 
which he waves oppoſite the ſhip. His warriors 
range themſelves about him. 

The military muſic of the Engliſh is at firſt 
heard at a diſtance, afterwards nearer ; then a 
detachment of marines appear marching two and 
two, with their Lieutenant, and the flag ; then 
the muſic : after which, Captain Cock comes on, 
followed by a party of failors armed. Having 
marched a-breaſt the King, Captain Cook waves 
the white flag he holds in his hand: the King 
riſes, and waves his green branch.

The King orders his warriors to ground their 
arms; Captain Cook does the ſame ; they ad- 
vance and embrace, the King joining his noſe to 
the Captain's, as is cuſtomary among the Iſ- 
landers. 

The Captain orders four ſailors, who carry two 
trunks + various articles, to come forward. 
All the Iſlanders expreſs their joy at the con- 
tents ; the Captain preſents the King with a 
medal, and a bunch or plume of red feathers; 
gives axes to the warriors, and nails, knives, &c, 
to the other inhabitants. 

All the Iſlanders go off, (except the King) 


teſtifying their extreme joy at the poſſeſſion of

The females arrive, and ruſh on the cheſts of 
preſents. The, King comes forward, and orders 
chem to retire. | 

They form a ſemi-cirele: Captain Cook diſtri- 
butes different preſents of glaſs collars, knives, 
feathers, and a looking-glaſs, which affords them 
much wonder and pleaſure ; and particularly, 
gives a looking-glaſs, and a glaſs or bead collar, 
to Ema.. . 8 1 . . | 
_ The Iflanders come back, bringing preſents of 
bread, fruit, cocoa-nuts, &c. which they offer to 
the Captain ; part of which he accepts, and they 

give the remainder to the ſailors and ſoldiers. 
The King takes a picce of red and white ſtuff, 
which he puts round the Captain, giving the 

ſtrongeſt marks oſ friendſhip and regard. 
The King on one ſide ſeats himſelf with the 
Captain. The Iſlanders and Engliſh mix pro- 
miſcuouſly together, and range themſelves =

The King gives a ſignal, at which eight male

fore — and dance accorging to the manners of 
their country; 
Which being finiſhed, the King riſes, and 
ives his hand to the Captain, who invites the 
King and his attendants to ſee the ſhip, which is 
conſented to; the young girls accompany them, 


making the rendereſt geſtures to the fajlors and 


ſoldiers. 

The warriors who remain behind, take up 
their arms, and expreſs an apprehenſion and in- 
yn at ſeeing their Prince in the power of 

angers, 

The muſic of the ſhip is heard at a diſtance. 
The Captain appears on the deck, holding the 
King by the hand, who ſhews much ſatisfact ion. 

The warriors enter, overjoyed to ſee their ſo- 
vereign ſo entertained, make ſigns to the Engliſh 
they will ſoon come back, and go all off the op; 
polite. ſide without order. The King and Cap- 
tain retire from the decks, and give place to the 
young girls and ſailors, who eat and drink fa- 
miliarly together. 

Several canoes appear with Iſlanders, carrying 
diflerent fruits from the ſhore to the ſhip ; the 
men forcing the oars at the invitation of the 

irls and failors who call to them; when near 
the veſſel, the natives ſhew the fruit and fowls 
they bring, and diſappear imperceptibly.

1 returning from the ſhip, march along hand in 
hand, giving mutual teſtimony of regard. 
| The King and Captain follow, and the officers

ceiving Emar coming, he retires. 
- Emat enters, with a looking-glaſs in one 
hand, and a glaſs collar in the other, admiring 
herſelf in the glaſs. Pareea follows, and looks 
over her ſhoulder ; ſhe perceives his face in the 
glaſs, and is ftruck with wonder and amazement, 
until ſhe obſerves the cauſe ; he invites her to fit, 
and adjuſts the flowers in her hair, while ſhe re- 
turns his tenderneſs. | 

At the ſame time Koah appears in the back 

ound, with four warriors, his friends. He in- 
torms them, and demands their affiſtance in the 
vengeance he meditates, which they promiſe. 
He rakes them hide themſelves in different 
places to be ready at the firſt ſignal, and lays 
himſelf in ambuſcade But Pareea entering, 
perceives him, and 'runs towards him. Korah 
gives the ſignal; and his ſcur comrades enter, 
and ſeize Pareea in ſpight of his reſiſtance. 
Koah ſeizes Emai, and attempts to force her off: 
S She reſiſts, but at laſt faints away. 
Captain Cxroł appears: incenſed at the violence 
offered to Email, he orders Koah to releaie her, 
who refuſes to obey, and threatens to ſtab her 
| inſtantiy ; but the Captain ſeizes his arm, and 
lays hold of Emai. Koah, in a rage, attacks the 
Captain with his axe ; the Captain.makes Emai 
quickly paſs his left fide, draws his ſword, FR 
| | . . oft 
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off the ſtrokes of his adverfary, and diſarms him, 
who falls at the Captain's feet. The four war- 
riors re-enter, and attacks the Captain, till Pa- 
reea returns with affiftance. The four warriors 
and Koah fly—Pareea proſtrates himſelf at the 
Captain's feet ; Emai alſo embraces his knees, 
and kiſſes his hands ; the Captain raiſes them, 
and puts Emai into the arms of her huſband, 
recommending the greateſt care and circum- 
ſpection to them. 

The King enters haſtil;y, Emai and Pareca re- 
late to him the great ſervice the Captain has done 
them; they again fall at his feet, and give every 
ſign of the moſt lively gratitude, 

An Iſlander haſtily enters, to announce to the 
King, that Koah, at the head of a conſiderable 
party, were advancing to attack him. The Cap- 
tain tells the King he has nothing to fear, and 
that he will protect him from his enemies. The 
Captain gives a ſignal, and the Marines entering, 
join him, taking their way toward the ſhip, after 
the Captain has again repeated his promiſe to 
the King of aſſiſting him, and goes off. The 
King orders his warriors to prepare for battle, 
and follows. | 
_ *Koah, at the head of ſeveral warriors, and a 
troop of ſavages from - a neighbouring iſland, 
come ſoftly to reconnoitre. He perceives the 
enemy approach, and retires ro be ready at the 
firſt opportunity offering.

The Engliſh return in triumph, having Koah 
and another Iſlander priſoners. | 
The natives teſtify their joy at the victory of 
the Engliſh ; the King compliments the Cap- 
tain, who delivers the priſoners over to him, and 
marches oft with his people toward the veſlel. 
The King orders his warriors to take the two 


priſoners away, and have them ready when re 


quired : they obey. 

At a ſignal from the King, the wives of the 
natives bring wood, of which they make two fu- 
neral piles: after which, two men erect a ſtake 
in the middle of the ſtage. Kozh and his com- 
panion (bound) brought to the place of execu- 
tion; the women preparing fire for the piles, 
the priloners ſnatch the brands out of their 
Þands, as meaning to light them theraſclves, 
ſtill defying their enemies. The men fit down 
in a circle round the priſoners, and the women 
make a double circle behind the men; ſhewing

much fatisfaftion at the approaching torments 
which are all prepared; and the moment the pri- 
ſoners are going to be faſtened to the ſtake, Cap- 
tain Cook appears on the deck of his veſſel], and 
ſhews the utmoſt abhorrence at their proceedings; 
then retires, and orders two cannon to be fired, 
which are heard, and they fuſpend the execution. 
Captain enters, and procures the liberty of the pri- 
ſoners, who are thereupon unbound; one proſ- 
trates himfelf before the Captain in a grateful 
manner, but Koah caſts a menacing look upon all, 
and fullenly walks away. - 

The men Iſlanders retire, and the King impor- 
runes the Captain to make choice of any of the 
women, butſhe reſiſts all the entreaties of him 
and the wonÞn themſelves, who thereupon retire. 

Koah appòrs behind with a poinard in his hand, 
but retires ; IN deſign is ſuſpected by Pareea and 
Emai, who run to, and adviſe the Captain to be 
upon his guard againſt him. 

Four ſailors are purſued by Koah's party, who 
are followed by a detachment of marines. I he 
King and Pareea go to aſſemble cheir friends, lea- 
ving the Captain behind, who graws to defend 
himſelf againſt Koah and his party, who attack 
him; he retires fighting with them, but ſoon re- 
turns without his hat, ſtill fighting, and makigg 
his enemies give way, ſome of whom proſtrate 
themſelves before him, and receive his pardon ; 
but Koah, at this moment, treacherouſly ſteals 
behind the Captain, and with the poinard (he 
wreſted from the king's hand in the preceding 
encounter) ſtabs him in the back, and flies. The 
Captain (though mortally wounded) fires his piſ-

F UNERAL march heard--The marines enter 
with arms reverſed, preceded by two drums, co 
vered with black crape ; they march round the 
ground, and depoſit the body of their Captain in 
the middle.
